“WHY ‘WRIGHT “AIRPLANE: 
CAME TO ENGLAND. 


“LANGLEY aAGcoes 


{By A FORMER PILOT.) _ 


Who was the firat to. Ay? 

This old and. bitter controversy 
has come ‘te life again ‘with the 
arrival in London of Wilbur 
Wright’s first airplane, 


For in the Smithsonian Institute 
(the. official American centre‘ for 
scientific experiment) there is an~ 
other airplane, of stranger and even 
flimsier appearance, and resting on 
it is & placard bearing the followi ing | 
swords — 

“This: is the first ‘plane that. 
has flown succesafully,? 


It is one of the airplanes con- 
the late Professor 
Samuel F. Langley, the distingnish- 
ed secretary of .the: institute, an 

the flight referred to occurred on 
May sth, 1896—seven years before 
‘one of the Wright brothers, Wilbur 
(whose turn it happened to be that 
day)* “ cranked - his. noisy 
two-cylindered canine induced his 
queer, spider-like apparatus to skid 
awkwardly over the hard sand, and [ 
finally rise a, few yards above the 
barren flats of Kitty Hawk, South 
Carolina, while a group of * cynical 
newspaper men raced to telegraph 
the news to an unbelieving world. 


' 4 Standing Pat.” 


This has'been popularly ‘accepted 
as the ‘first flight,” and the 
Wrights are said to have repeatedly 
offered"the machine in which it was 
made to the Smithsonian Institute 
—provided only the authorities. re- 
moved the offending placard from 
the Langley machine.:: 

This they. flatly refuse to,do. In 

the American Phrase; . they are 
‘* standing “pat.” They’ refuse to 
change one word of it. And there 
fore the Wright airplane is coming 
to England. 
. Professor « Langley was ’ made 
secretary of the institute in 1884, 
bei.g at the timo perhaps the. most 
distinguished physicist and astrono- 
mer in America. In the até 
‘eighties he began a series of careful 
studies of what we term to-day “ the 
theory of flight.” These «were the 
first really scientific experiments in 
the field. 

By 1800 he had perfected what 
he ‘called ot whirling fable,” -by 
the use of which an object could be. 
propelled through the air at any’ 
desired speed merely by changing 
its position on this circular table. 
The table was in ‘turn propelled by 
a steam engine, and had‘o maximum 
circumferential speed of seventy 
miles ‘per hour,, It was the fore- 
runner of the present-day ‘‘ wind- 
tunnel”? (which propels the air 
against the object rather than the 
object through’ the air—the ingen- 
ious Inboratory method by which all 
new departures in flying’ are first 


tried out). 
The Airfoil. 


Professor Langley after several 
years of patient Jaboratory experi- 
ment. made a discovery. ‘It was 
as simple ag are nlmost all basic dis- 
coveries: that on object: with a 
rather blunt nose, constructed with 
a» certain ‘slight .curve downward 
and backward, and ending in. thin 
“trailing edge,” ‘would, if driven 
through the air’at 4 cétrtain speed, 
eupport itsclf, In- other words: it 
would ‘ fly.” © All that remained. 
lwas to fly’? it, 9 0" 

By 1894 he hed. constructed an 
apparatus propelled by a small 
steam engine. . It failed to fly. He 
made, another; ‘then “another, until, 
as the “ Encyclopedia Britannica” 
(edition of 1002). informs us: 
“Ultimately, on May 6th, 1608, a 
successful. flight .was made.”
